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back to andre the most important spy bagley had asked for the most important thing the cinco could tell the 
CIA the response turned out to be the most important mistake the Cinco made during his 1962 defection in 
Geneva when the Cinco crowed that he knew the most American important American spy that the KGB had 
ever recruited Moscow Begley was all ears codename Andre according to no senko this spy was an Army 
sergeant cipher machine mechanic working the American Embassy Andre had been come involved with a 
Russian woman who unbeknownst to him was working for the KGB he was confronted and agreed to 
cooperate in order to save his marriage no Cinco said Andre was a tremendously valuable source the senko 
also revealed that his boss had gone all the way to the u.s. just to reactivate Andre after the residence sure 
had lost contact with him that's this trip here the three musketeers by the way Bagley understood that the 
man was cinco's referring to as his boss was a chief of the KGB operations against the American Embassy 
in Moscow Begley was quick enough on his feet to ask the name of the officer the Cinco replied it was 
vladislav coughs shucks mm-hmm at the time of the Geneva sessions with no saenko the Cl stations not yet 
know who Andre was that was a puzzle that Begley began working on in earnest during a brief visit to 
headquarters after the end of the Geneva Conference their counterintelligence chief James angleton led 
Begley review the Anatoly delete some files after reviewing them back we quickly alerted Angleton to the fact 
that a single story did not add up and the KGB may have sent in a cinco to the to the CIA to divert them from 
collegians valuable leads Angleton told Begley to keep it quiet for the time ping and that he and Bagley 
would look at it with deeper into the problem when Begley returned to headquarters for duty that fall slide 40

counterintelligence section of the Soviet Russia division Pete Bagley was worried about no cinco's bland 
explanation of coughs shucks January 1957 mission to Washington Bagley began hunting for a piece that 
would unravel who and what no cinco's deceptions were designed to provide cover for Begley recalled that 
the initial piece of this puzzle had been how no senko zonder report allowed the CIA to breathe more easily 
after comparing it with Gleason's alarming identification of Komarov as a pseudonym for coffee shop recall 
that coffee Shack had used the pseudonym for his January 1957 trip to Washington Bagley's point was this a 
sergeant mechanic working on cipher machines but not himself dealing with ciphers could not endanger 
American security as might for instance a higher military diplomatic or intelligence officer so the san'ko's 


allegation that coughs shucks went all the way to Washington to reactivate Andre was suspicious and felt like 
a pacifier at that time one of Bagley's analysts had gathered a pile of FBI documents about their surveillance 
of Komarov coffee shop in those documents Begley found the next significant piece of the puzzle Komarov 
was described as a diplomat on a permanent assignment to the Soviet embassy in Washington but galitsin 
had described it only as a trip those FBI reports revealed that instead of remaining for a normal two-year 
assignment in Washington coughs Chuck had actually returned to his job in Moscow after 10 months that 
piece fit well with another puzzle piece the permanent status of cause Chuck's assignment had obviously 
been contrived in order to provide cover for a mission expected to require an extended stay and that was a 
far cry from the cinco's quickie scenario that his boss had gone all the way to America just to restore contact 
with a busted sergeant mechanic these different scenarios steered Bagley to hunt for the piece of the puzzle

alone during his Washington trip in fact that underscore of the importance of his mission cause shucks clever 
use of the pseudonym Komarov to make him appear as a nondescript diplomat did not at first give the FBI 
reason to take any special interest in him but while FBI surveillance were tailing a known KGB operative from 
the embassy uri Guk they spied him in clandestine tactics with comer of any third soviet official the third man 
was also undercover to the FBI he appeared to be no more than a soviet news correspondent from new york 
slide 41 after many weeks had passed the yep yeah the three musketeers after many weeks had passed the 
FBI observed these three men metaphorically working together so often that they gave them the moniker the 
three musketeers the pattern of their activities provided Bagley with the next piece to place into his puzzle 
the musketeers maneuvers suggest that they were meeting with the spy but the trio worked with such 
professional skill that even with intensified surveillance the FBI was never able to observe the spy finally after 
combining and analyzing the data from the FBI files and colitas information Begley was floored to see the 
completed picture of the Musketeers the KGB man the FBI had been tailing was your ebook he was only 
nominally assigned as a diplomat to the Soviet embassy he was actually a provocateur and Gribben off 
second chief Directorate as the musk and the musketeer posing as the newsman from the New York was 
none other than alexander keith's key Slav a KGB agent in grouping off second deception Department and

adjacent pieces of the same puzzle in fact the emerging picture was quite a spectacle at the very moment in 
Geneva that no Sanko was telling Bagley and Keys a vaulter about coffee shop strict trip five years earlier 
the same to Reba nob deception operatives were now supporting the cinco's provocation in Geneva 
pretending to have read the KGB file on key Slav no Cinco now certified the key Slav had no connection at 
all with the KGB the unavoidable conclusion was the grievant off had sent those anchors to the CIA to divert 
attention away from collegians legitimate leads as the former director of Central Intelligence Allen Dulles 
often reminded his subordinates once a single piece of a black operation is compromised the remaining

Smith's made and he carelessly fell straight into a sex trap in September 1956 the KGB stormed in and 
caught Smith in the act car shop confront kosha confronted him yeah and offered to do nothing as Smith 
agreed to collaborate with the KGB Smith vacillated for several days before finally telling the American 
Embassy supervisor the C | recalled Smith to Washington right away or is evasive during an interview with a 
security officer as a result the Cl fired him in October 1956 then the CIA got a lucky break until late summer 
1957 Ella Smith remained in Washington while waiting for a job in California to begin at that moment the key 
connecting piece fell into Begley's hands that piece placed Smith into a crucial section of the puzzle it was a 
note written by a Cl operations officer shortly after the three musketeers were apparently meeting with US by 
in Washington the note indicated that during the spring of 1957 the author had four turn fortuitously bumped 
into Smith on the street when the operations officer asked Smith how things were going Smith replied that 
while waiting to go out to California he was spending a lot of time in Washington's movie houses

retirement without further disturbance in 1964 the Cinco gave different data on Andre that finally made it 
possible for the FBI to identify who he was army sergeant Dale Smith in his first meeting with Begley who the 
Cinco had said that on to the Andre he knew the most important matter spy ever recruited in Moscow had 
been recruited in 1949 that was a bad mistake no Cinco did not join the KGB until 1953 furthermore that was 
two years after sergeant Dale Smith was recruited by the KGB the truth was that the American spy was 
recruited in Moscow in 1949 and he was a valuable code clerk not a harmless cipher mechanic no saenko 
did not know him personally or have anything to do with him all after the Cold War when concept told Bagley

embassy in Moscow aa squall declared Oswald declared he was prepared to tell the USSR what he had 
learned about radar and something special a not too subtle allusion to the CIA YouTube program now just 
seven weeks before the Kennedy assassination in 1963 oswald again dropped a provocative hint this time in 
front of Soviet consulate officials in their maseeh in Mexico City according to KGB officer oleg Netrebko who 
was present when Oswald made the comment quote he even dropped some hints that he had supposedly 
carried out a secret mission in the Soviet Union slide 45 the false claims by the CIA and KGB of no contact 
with nor interest in 6zil remained a frozen glacier for the rest of the Cold War the most recent breakthrough in 
the case for a false Oswald defection was a revelation in 2012 by no sane close original case officer Pete 
Bagley just two years before he died I'll get to that shortly however the first major breakthrough came in the 
wake of the tumult of events of August 1991 in the Soviet Union the collapse of a hard-line coup precipitated 
the demise of the communist system this in turn led to a brief honeymoon with the West during which many 
Central Committee archives including KGB records an Oswald were temporarily opened and former KGB 
officers compared notes with former CIA officers about this in other cases Western media got access there's 
some of these files ABC News for example about 
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these files ABC News for example about Oswald's mail being intercepted startling revelations flowed from a 
new and lasting friendship between Pete Bagley and Kandra chef one of the most dominant KGB officers 
during the Cold War the Soviet tale of denial of interest in Oswald collapsed with the demise of the USSR 
and that event completely demolished the bona fides of yaryna Senco sadly the CIA has so far failed to

at the end of the year after where the relationship grew quickly through November 2013 Blount visited Begley

him right out of the blue bag Lee asked blunt okay was he witting or unwitting vaguely knew Macklin will have 
no trouble understanding understanding that he was referring to Oswald blunt replied you can't ask me that 


question how would | know at this and raising his voice vaguely responded no no you have to know was he 
witting or unwitting challenged in this matter Malcolm had little choice but to proffer a guess and with some 
reluctance he replied ok unwitting with even firmer emphasis Bagley countered oh no he had to be witty 
Malcolm believes in that instant Begley saw that this high school dropout ain't nothing a nobody may have 
been indeed been utilized by the agency Lee Harvey Oswald had been a witting false defector slide 50 
please but that was the that was at the beginning of the spy Wars saga at the end of that epoch Oswald's 
activities in Mexico City implicated Castro and the KGB and the Kennedy assassination not in my view 
neither castro nor the KGB had anything to do with the assassination of President Kennedy well that is my 
considered opinion and the result of 25 years of studying many thousands of formerly deep formerly 
classified documents it's beyond the scope of my presentation today default slide please | want the close of 
the final remark about surgery Congress 7 P Bagley in 1971 the director of Central Intelligence Richard 
Helms threw in the towel and approved the change you're here in the Sinko status making him a bonafide 
defector by the way he retracted that under oath in front of the committee said he didn't believe it House 
Select Committee that decision followed eight years of intense struggle during which Bagley and others 
refused 
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during which Bagley and others refused to agree then the center was a legit for that their careers were 
essentially over he was on track by the way many thought to become director of the CIA according to at least 
one article in international journal of intelligence and counterintelligence Pete Bagley was considered one of 
the very best counterintelligence office of the Cold War era it served a chief of counterintelligence in the 
Soviet Russia division and deputy chief of that division had it been known cinco's case officer his reaction to 
the documents that blunt showed him was a very telling moment a comment on the Providence of 
contraception knowledge about moles and defectors and false effectors during the Cold War is also worth 
mentioning heroes of the position of deputy and then to chief of the first chief Directorate moreover in that 
capacity was also responsible for overseeing disinformation operations abroad including whatever the chief 
of the GRU in Grubin offer up to and the second chief Directorate the procedure for keeping conscious if 
informed about especially sensitive disinformation operations taking place there was as follows sure okay an 
officer from the second chief director bring Condor chef a stiff leather portfolio that held a report of 
developments on the operation he would stay there in the office while Contra chef read it signing for having 
done so and handed back port its forth and handed it back in his portfolio the Kurd would then turn in the part 
without leaving any written word and no chance for anyone to see the report the point is no one was ina 
better position than contra chef to assess no senko conscious chef looked pityingly at Bagley and asked how 
could your service ever have believed in this man when was Bagley 
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believed in this man when was Bagley concluding that in some instances as they happen in other words he 
could because he just didn't have the information yet and what immediately after he got back to 
headquarters and got the Gleason files that was the end of it and what year was that 1962 two years look 
everybody's interested in act two in this play right but you have to look at one in order to really begin to think 
about maybe you know you've changed my mind here and I'm now you think who was a false defector but 
does that really mean that we should think the listen really was a true because his behavior goes way 
beyond the case he's he he was with support of Angleton and every J Epstein they were putting out poison 
really | think there's no other word for it poison I'm seeing | have the floor | want to say ask two other 
questions one is we both met niche barranco | may be spent more time than you with him | think his book 
was a controlled release | asked him if he knew | asked him some questions about the federal Directorate 
intelligence in Mexico and he says in my book and he opened up the book look oh they took it out so and 
one of the things that | found most interesting he said that there was no no switchboard in the castle via 
consulate on Saturdays which 
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castle via consulate on Saturdays which meant that the phone call on Tuesday was a falsified phone call 
which he did not denounce in his book on the contrary he was creating as much stronger as with a 
relationship to the embassy than had existed before | think that's fake frankly | don't sound suspicious is at

Saturdays and not was a car with a lie in it the other is a an alleged call that did not in fact take place the 
Tuesday call didn't take place no the juicy called did right okay a man who is I'm sure not the hours will we 
think of right is lying and then by the way it's just a question | are you absolutely convinced that the man who 
was Lee Harvey Oswald in Russia was in fact a man picked up in Dallas and sixties not at all and | and I've 
gone over to the view in Mexico City that maybe it's him maybe it's not so | | can't I'm not gonna be dogmatic 
about it he 
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I'm not gonna be dogmatic about it he could have been there and impersonated or could have been not there 
at all | think he was there's a fragment of a release which says that the man who made the phone call spoke 
horrible Russian and English so | do not think that was the man in Dallas and | backtracked II think this is just 
this is a completely anecdotal but | once had an hour-long conversation with marina where | was trying my 
heart is not to bring up the assassination we were talking about literature and | said if she did she like Henry 
James and she said you'd never heard of Henry James who was Henry James and | said oh he's sort of like 
the American Turgenev and she said oh turgon Alex really loved Turgenev the man who checked out books 
from the New Orleans Public Library was not a lover of true gayness was that | don't know circa nineteen 
well there was a conference in 93 | believe can Harbor yes but know that then about two years later it was 
November the 22nd my phone rang and it was marina she phoned me we talked for 20 minutes at the 
conference and you know | think she's quite well educated | think she had a fairly dim view of a lot of the 
people at the conference and | guess she didn't have quite as dim of you was because she phoned me and 
we talked for half an hour she said | wish | could share a drink with you | said don't for yourself one out for 
myself 
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out for myself and that's it was after that that the Turgenev thing came up now maybe I'm wrong to attach
